FLOODS AT FOOCHOW. =~ 

Tho telegram published by the Shanghai 

Mercury that Foochow bad been flooded 
would appear, after all, to have been 
literally true. Our Foochow ‘vontem~- 
porary, the Echo, of Saturday the 2ist in- 
stant, gives the following information 
regarding tho partial submersion of that 
City and the surrounding district — 
” ‘Ths absorbing topic duting the week has 
been the flood in: the river. - Occurring os 
it haa in the latter half of August this 
flood is quite unprecedented, as the Ohi- 
neae consider all risk of floods over at the 
end of the fifth moon, say about the end 
of June on our calendar. In addition to 
being quite out,of season, the late flood 
earns a farther. notoriety in being the 
second heaviest ever-known in the history 
of the port, said history of course .dating 
from the building of the first foreign hong 
in 1854, 

In June 1876 the place way visited by a. 
very heavy flood, followed in June 1877 by 
ono even heavicr, snd the recent food in 
height. comes atactly midway between 
these, being 3 inches higher than the for- 
mer, and 3 inches lowér than the latter.
